Carl Goldehijurg, chairman of the 
committee, outlined their work brief- 
ly, before Introducing the speaker.' 
Dr, Hodgkin said that" he Was most 
agreeably surprised by tho size ot 
tho work that had been done by Mc- 
Gill.

Students have a right to apeak 
iheir mind In this Issue and'lt is their 
business to do so. In tho oplnlobi' of 
the speaker, one of the particular 
Issues ot the war was that the stu- 
dent class bore the 'brunt of the suf- 
fering, and only afterwards realized 
that for all their sacrifices there was 
little reward. . This; Insisted Dr. 
Hodgkin, .was largely the resuit of 
the Versailles Treaty. This deadlocked 
pact made it Impossible to cure the 
Ills of tho world, biit to-day with the

THE BARRETTS., 

It Is impossible' lo^nycy all youi: /Impressions 
ot a play in the short time allotted to tho conipoiil- 
tlon ot Iho flrst-nlslit review. This is oftcrocl as a^ 
compliment to the brief column in which my part- 
ner and I tried to express our appreciation for a 
Thousand and one Nights' Bntcrta'lnmenl concen- 
trated into three hours. 

Some American critics have tried to claim that 
"The Barretts of Wimpolo Street" is not a great 
play. Most people would agree with them from' 'a 
literary ; standpoint. A gji^|fl.fe to anil 
studied, it is ' inferior lo'ftnei^ivera'ge offerlngB of 
Pirandello, Sierra, Shaw," Suderman, Hauptmann, 
Barrle, (Oh, make your own list!) but as a play to 
bç seen and enjoyed it should take rank as a mas- 
terpiece of not only contemporary l>Ut of. universal 
drama, Possibly, like a number of modern plays, it 
is a tour-de-force whlcli the author could never 
equal again, (examples like "Journey's End" and 
''Bericeley Square" comes to mind). What matters' 
it? The Important thtng'la that It reveals a knowl- 
edge of 'play construction. (Do you . remember tl^e 
carefully built-up entrances, the cover-scenes, the 
Inevitability of the scene-sequence and the climax?), 
acknowledge oiC natural dialogue .and -of character 
delineation (where were you qbnsdous that these 
people were the stage puppets of a literary his- 
torian?) and above all a knowledge of emotional 
value's that is too often found wanting in the works 
of the 80-called"aerious dramatists. 

The only member of the cast with whom one 
could possibly find fault was Donald Wolf It in tho 
role of 'Robert Browning, wiio had the habit of em- 
phasizing his speech with head-wags. Again, In his 
first scene, his altitude led one to believe that he 
might open his mouth at any moment and say, 
"Have you got • Hoover?" ^ 

If you should wish me to pick out a serious 
fault in the production, (I don't suppose you do but 
I've got to fill this column some way),' I would' men- 
tion tlio colour scheme with its light bluèis in juxta- 
position with shaded blues, dull greens, purples, and 
pinks, I. Imagine it was intended to give a Victorian 
atmosphere but tho reality was so acute -as to be^ 
disturbing. In particular, mention might be made 
of the compelling green slde-ourtalns and valances 
drawn across three central wlndo\v:s which spoiled 
the .balance ot the first act by forcing att^tlon 
away from tho action. (Tha;t ci'ltlclsm .wlU prob- 
ably draw titters from any sternly, masculine read- 
er. but oh well!).

And there take heart" 

I am afraid tho words of Ariel's 
aont; arc not wholly applicable to last 
nlKht'3 performance- Perhaps too 
much was expected. After all Yellow 
Sands Is a notoriously light play fall- 
ing Into that category known as 
Summer fare.. There are long gaps, es- 
pecially In the second and third nets 
which litlUzo almost shnnieless pad- 
ding in an attempt to make up the 
required two and one-half hours. 
Furthermore it Is decidedly old fash- 
loncd In matter and treatment ' for a 
modern play. But as light, farcical 
entertainment it ranks hish. and a 
near capacity audience greeted it 
wltli hearty laughter and applause. 

It belongs to a type in vogue during 
the last quarter centiiry, due possibly 
to the popularity of Hardy's Wessex 
studies, a type which has reached clas- 
sical proportions In the tragic form of 
Maselleld's "Nan". That Is not to say 
that Yellow Sands Is In any way 
similar to the '"Tragedy of Ifan" ex- 
cept In its use of local colour,' Râther 
It lines up with The Farmer's Wife, 
an earlier play by the same authors, 
Eden and. Adélaïde Phllpotts, w-hlch 
some of you may have seen here l^t 
winter. In fact many ' of the .char- 
acters In the two plays are strongly 
aliite. 

The plot is recognizable, leading to 
the Impression that where there's a 
will, there's a play. An old lady dies 
and leaves her money to the black- 
sheep ot the family much to the dis- 
guest or derght of the other mem- 
bers. The reodinp of the will resolves 
all the different elements Into' a jjappy 
ending. That Is about'.all. Fir be It 
from mo to decry what more sensi- 
tive people lerm "wholesome" or 
"quaint" but I felt continually last 
night that Yellow Sands tries so hard 
to bo pleasant and Innocuous that It 
ceases to be really alive. Pew of the 
characlers are true to life In the exact 
and Realistic sense, nor are they, true 
to life in the imaginative or "Dlcken- 
slan" sense. 

Even The British Players let us 
down cônsidèrably from their mag- 
nificent performances ot last week. 
However It was most Interesting to 
watch the members of the Barrett 
household turn Into fishèr-folk at such 
short notice. In partlculaH' Julien 
D'Alble made a remarkable transfor-
